Chief renews push to 
seize speeding cars

Edmonton police Chief Rod 
Knecht is hopeful new num¬ 
bers and research will back 
up his push to have the prov¬ 
incial government give po¬ 
lice powers to seize speeding 
vehicles. 

Knecht pushed the previous 
government for legislation 
allowing roadside seizures 
when a vehicle is travelling 
significantly over the speed 
limit, as exists in other prov¬ 
inces. He has sent a letter to 
the new justice minister ask¬ 
ing for the change. 

The Edmonton Police Com¬ 


mission received the results of 
research from the University 
of Alberta on the impact the 
laws have had in other prov¬ 
inces, which saw a decline in 
fatal accidents. 

“I think we’re in the best 
possible place to be to get this 
legislation moving forward,” 
Knecht said Thursday. 

He said he believes the 
legislature should decide what 
excessive speeding means, but 
he wants the tool for his of¬ 
ficers to deal with those who 
are obviously flouting the law. 

“We’re looking at one 
per cent of one per cent of 
all drivers,” he said. “These 
people are putting themselves 
in danger and they’re putting 
the public in danger.” 


HEALTH 

Brushing twice a day 
good for your heart 


New research from the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta points to your 
parents being on to something 
with her oral hygiene demands: 
Brushing your teeth twice a 
day may help you live longer. 

Dr. Maria Febbraio and Dr. 
Liran Levi of the University of 
Alberta have discovered the 
mechanism that connects gum 
disease and heart disease in a 
recent study. 

Infected gums and teeth, 
the research found, can lead 
to problems in the brain and 
heart, as these infections can 
spark infections elsewhere. 

For the last 40 years, sur¬ 


veys of medical histories have 
shown a correlation, but Dr. 
Febbraio said she was inter¬ 
ested in finding out if there 
was an actual mechanism link¬ 
ing them. 

Febbraio is optimistic about 
where the research might 
lead: “Perhaps (we can) cre¬ 
ate a drug that would stop the 
interaction,” she said. 

Catching gum and tooth dis¬ 
ease early, with regular dental 
checkups, is the key to pre¬ 
venting the infections from 
wreaking havoc on your entire 
system, Levi said.

Between now and the end of 
the year, Edmonton will be¬ 
come home to 90 Syrian refu¬ 
gees fleeing their war-torn 
country — and their immigra¬ 
tion has been made possible 
through an unlikely partner¬ 
ship in the city. 

“This is the first time that 
there’s been any kind of part¬ 
nership with the Muslim com¬ 
munity,” said Donna Entz, of 
the Edmonton Mennonite 
Committee (MCC), about the 
work her group and the Islamic 
Family Social Services Associa¬ 
tion (IFSSA) have done to pre¬ 
pare the city for the refugees’ 
arrival. “The reason it happened 
was I had lots of connections 
in the Muslim community, and 
here were all these Syrian refu¬ 
gees and (we had) no way to get 
them here in a huriy.” 

The Mennonite Committee 
has been jointly sponsoring 
refugees with local Syrian fam¬ 
ilies, which means the organiza¬ 
tion takes responsibility for the 
refugees in order to get them 
into Canada. The Islamic asso¬ 


ciation, meanwhile, connects 
people in Syria with their fam¬ 
ilies in Edmonton. Then, once 
they’re here, it provides social 
services — things like help with 
immigration paperwork and 
finding work, food banks and 
other support. 

The committee is currently 
the only group sponsoring Syr¬ 
ian refugees to come to Ed¬ 
monton. Prior to it teaming 
up with IFSSA, refugees faced 
a four- to six-year wait to get

here, althrough joint sponsored 
refugees can get here within 
six months. 

To date, 32 people have ar¬ 


rived in the city, and the re¬ 
maining 54 individuals are 
making travel arrangements. 
Another 240 people are “in 
conversation” and well under¬ 
way to come to Edmonton, the 
MCC said. 

“I don’t think the globe is 
realizing what’s happening 
in that entire region or we’re 
so immune to it,” said Ayub 
Umarji, who stepped down as 
chair of the board of IFSSA to 
focus on this project.

Parental 
supervision 
could be bad 
for kids’ health

A ParticipACTION report card 
says supervising kids or keep¬ 
ing them indoors to ensure 
they are safe, limits chances to 
be physically active and even 
endangers long term health. 

The common sense results 
say that kids are more active 
when playing outdoors, but 
that they’re less likely to do so 
if a supervising adult is present. 

“In outdoor play, risk doesn’t 
mean courting danger, but 
rather gives kids the free¬ 
dom to assess surroundings, 
make decisions and built con¬ 
fidence,” said Dr. Mark Trem¬ 
blay, chief scientific officer of 
the ParticipACTION report. 

At a city skateboard park, 12 
year-old Adam Rafat said he’s 
been allowed to play outside 


with friends (and without par¬ 
ent supervision) since about 
age 10. 

“I come to the park on my 
own after school sometimes, 
to work on moves — get better 


at skateboarding,” he said. 

Nora Johnston, director of 
the Alberta Centre for Active 
Living, said kids play inside 
a lot more today than in the 
past, with the lure of comput¬ 


ers and video games, so fam¬ 
ilies have to make an effort to 
not only do activities together 
with their children, but to send 
them out to play. 

“Even playing in the yard

is okay — skip rope or play 
catch,” Johnston said. “Parents 
are more scared than when 
we grew up. The streets are 
busier, with more traffic — it’s 
rare to be able to play street 
hockey these days — and the 
bad stories we hear on the In¬ 
ternet make us think there’s 
danger around every corner.” 

Even the fear about kids get¬ 
ting hurt is over-exaggerated, 
she said, with the vast major¬ 
ity only sustaining minor in¬ 
juries. Johnston said it’s a bit 
of a self-fulfilling prophecy 
— the more we keep our kids 
indoors, the fewer are on the 
streets and in the parks, and 
therefore the less safe it is for 
the few that are out. 

“Parents are an important 
role model — people don’t 
realize how inactive they are 
and they think kids are more 
active than they really are,” 
Johnston said.

Alberta hires ex-Bank of 
Canada governor 

The Alberta government 
is bringing in a former 
Bank of Canada governor 
to help develop a plan for 
building roads, schools 
and hospitals. 

Premier Rachel Notley 
announced Friday that 
David Dodge will advise on 
the best level of infrastruc¬ 
ture spending in the next 
four to five years. She said 
Dodge will look at not only 
how much to build, but the 
best time to build it, given 
Alberta's slumping oil econ¬ 
omy. And, if money has to 
be borrowed, he'll suggest 
the best way to do it. 

"We need to get this 
right," said Notley, who 
sat beside Dodge and 
Infrastructure Minister 
Brian Mason at a news 
conference. 

Dodge will do reviews 
over the summer and is 
to file his suggestions by 
the fall in time for Mason 
to craft infrastructure and 
transportation spending 
plans for the budget. 

Notley said Dodge's 
advice and report will cost 
less than $100,000.

City councillors are consid¬ 
ering closing one door as an¬ 
other opens on the city’s LRT 
system. 

Last week, councillors ap¬ 
proved looking for ways to 
cover the estimated $210,000 
price tag to close the existing 
entrance on the southwest 
corner of the square. 

The new Valley Line will 
include a stop on 102 Avenue 
at the south end of Churchill 
Square, as well as a new, larger 
entrance into the LRT system 
on the southeast corner of 
the square. 

That entrance was not part 
of the original design, but it 
was determined to be neces¬ 
sary for fire reasons. 

Coun. Michael Oshry said 
removing one of the entrances 


could open up the square. 

“If we are getting another 
one on the other corner, it 
does seem redundant to have 


three,” he said. 

Coun. Scott McKeen also 
argued in favour the idea, say¬ 
ing it would give festivals some 


much-needed space. But Coun. 
Tony Caterina was against the 
idea, charging it would just be 
an inconvenience. 


Q BACKGROUND 

Major Project 

The Valley Line is ex¬ 
pected to open in 2020 
for service and will run 
from Mill Woods to down¬ 
town. A second phase of 
the project would extend 
the line to west Edmon¬ 
ton. The total cost of the 
line is estimated at $1.8 
billion and construction is 
expected to get underway 
next year. 

“I don’t think it is going 
to make any difference to 
anybody for programming 
space, but it’s certainly go¬ 
ing to inconvenience riders,” 
he said. 

City administration figures 
it will cost $210,000 to remove 
the structure and now plan to 
work on where to find that 
funding. 

The money could be found 
in the existing budget or the 
work could be added to the 
overall contract for the project. 

Caterina said even that rela¬ 
tively small amount should 
be saved. 

“It’s $210,000 that doesn’t 
need to be spent.”

They are an elite club around 
the world, but gig cities—urban 
areas where Internet speeds are 
about 100 times faster than the 
international average — will 
soon have a new member: Ed¬ 
monton. 

On Friday, Telus Executive 
Chairman of Darren Entwistle 
announced the company will 
invest $ 1-billion in a new fibre- 
optic communications backbone 
in Edmonton, part of what he de¬ 
scribed as the largest ever urban 
fibre-optic build in Canada. 

“Telus is providing a distinct 
advantage to Edmonton,” he said. 

Entwistle’s speech was filled 
with explosive adjectives and 


sparkling hype, but also con¬ 
crete examples of economic, so¬ 
cial and democratic innovation 
that gig cities enjoy. He pointed 
to the example of Chattanooga, 
Tenn., which built a network 
known as “The Gig” in 2011, 
and saw a large increase in GDP 
and a three-per-cent increase in 
property values. 

Since The Gig’s creation, Chat¬ 
tanooga’s economic windfall has 
been full of potential although 
rather unclear—with only about 
eight per cent of residents and 
less than 100 businesses signed 
up, according to several reports. 

Regardless, Entwistle’s an¬ 
nouncement was welcomed as 
an economic and social boon by 
both Premier Rachel Notley and 
Mayor Don Iveson, who were 
also at the event. 

Notley said the investment in 
infrastructure comes at a critical 
time for the province and that 
higher Internet speeds will cre¬ 
ated a “digital Autobahn” that 
can help diversify Alberta’s re- 
source-dependent economy. 

Iveson said the network will 
not only be a job creator but

is “a vote of confidence in our 
community.” 

The build will be part of $4.2 
billion in planned investments 
in Alberta by 2018. Construc¬ 
tion of the fibre-optic network 
in Edmonton will create 1,500 
jobs, Entwistle said. 

The fastest Internet in a city is 
currently in Hong Kong, though 
as a country South Korea has far 
faster average speeds, at 25.3 
MB/second download speeds. 
Canada’s average speed is 10.3 
MB/second. With the new net¬ 
work, Edmonton’s download 
speeds could be more than 10 
times as fast. 

What does that mean in real 
terms? In Chattanooga, a movie 
that would take two hours to 
download in most cities takes 
less than 40 seconds.

President late 
in brazen bid to 
cultivate image 

When the heads of the world’s 
major news agencies sat down 
a year ago with Vladimir Putin 
at a St. Petersburg palace, they 
were treated to a long, sumptu¬ 
ous meal of Crimean flounder, a 
dish evidently chosen not only 
for its delicacy but for the pol¬ 
itical statement. 

This year it was tea and cavi¬ 
ar at the stroke of midnight in 
a wood-panelled library. The 
Canadian Press, The Associated 
Press and Reuters were among 
the news services that took part. 

The Russian president had 
just completed a whirlwind of 
back-to-back meetings on the 
sidelines of his showcase eco¬ 
nomic forum, an event at which 
he also delivered a marathon 
question-and-answer perform¬ 
ance under the folksy moder¬ 
ation of CBS News journalist 
Charlie Rose. 

He apologized for being hours 
late for the meeting with news 
agency heads. 

If you talk to other world lead¬ 


ers or the Russian media, Putin 
is always late — a reflection per¬ 
haps of his punishing schedule 
as much as a demonstration of 
who is in charge. 

Putin’s handlers and officials 
from the state-run news agency 
kept the news bosses busy with 
a tour of the presidential hbraiy 
and archive. 


Even still, the dozen invited 
news executives, whose editors 
and journalists shape public 
opinion from Washington to 
Delhi, were given a photo-embla¬ 
zoned libraiy card granting them 
100 years of access to the place. 

Putin was relaxed and good- 
natured throughout the blatant, 
hour-long bid to cultivate his im¬ 


age —both at home and among 
an increasingly suspicious, if not 
outright hostile international 
audience. 

But the brash and determined 
courting of news agency heads 
that typified the same exercise 
last year was replaced with a 
toned-down, sober air. 

But his overall messages were 


hardly conciliatoiy. 

With the euphoria of Cri¬ 
mea’s “return” dimming for a 
recession-weaiy public; a grind¬ 
ing, dirty little war on his west¬ 
ern border; and the economic 
hemorrhaging of international 
sanctions and rock-bottom oil 
prices, the more subdued busi- 
ness-as-usual air is probably not 
surprising. 

Yet, his dexterity in playing 
international foil was still clear 
with his wooing of fiscally way¬ 
ward Greece — a flirtation that 
at the veiy least fractures the 
facade of European Union soli¬ 
darity. 

“If the EU wants Greece to pay 
its debts, it should be interested 
in growing the Greek economy 
... helping it pay its debts,” he 
said, referring to a $2.7-billion 
pipeline deal announced as part 
of his economic forum. “The 
EU should be applauding us.... 
What’s wrong with creating jobs 
in Greece?” 

Unrepentant on Ukraine de¬ 
spite the economic isolation 
and international outlier status 
it has bestowed, Putin blamed 
President Petro Poroshenlco for 
not delivering promised polit¬ 
ical reforms brokered at Minsk.

Diane Bellemare is urging the 
discredited Senate to find re¬ 
demption by doing its constitu¬ 
tional duty as the parliament¬ 
ary chamber that represents 
the regions. 

The Conservative senator is 
waging a one-woman crusade 
within the Senate’s govern¬ 
ment caucus to block C-377, 
a private member’s bill that 
would force labour unions to 
publicly disclose how they 
spend their money.

The controversial bill, spon¬ 
sored by Conservative MP Russ 
Hiebert and backed strongly 
by the Prime Minister’s Office, 
would require unions to pub¬ 
licly disclose any spending of 
$5,000 or more and any salary 
of more than $100,000.

If senators want to reclaim 
some relevance in the midst of 
the current crisis, Bellemare 
maintains they need to repre¬ 
sent the interests of their prov¬ 
inces and vote against C-377. 

“I would like to say that, at 
this difficult time when the 
Senate is being accused on all 
sides of not playing its role 
as a chamber of sober second 
thought, and of not taking 


the interests of the people it 
represents seriously, I urge 
you to vote in line with your 
constitutional obligations, 
the official positions of your 
respective governments, in 
other words, the provincial 
governments and the people 
they represent, and all of the 
emails you received that have 
criticized this bill as being too 
invasive,” she implored her 


colleagues last week. 

It’s a lonely battle for Belle¬ 
mare, who has found little sup¬ 
port for her arguments in her 
own caucus, although Liberal 
senators are behind her. 

An unamended C-377 is be¬ 
fore the Senate and Bellemare 
and the Liberals are using every 
procedural trick available to 
run out the clock until the 
chamber adjourns for the sum¬ 


mer, likely this week. 

With Parliament set to be 
dissolved for the fall election 
before the Senate can resume, 
failure to pass the bill before 
the summer break would kill it. 

Ditto if the bill were to be 
amended again by the Senate. 
The Commons has already ad¬ 
journed for the summer and 
would never get the chance to 
consider amendments. 

Bellemare tried several 
weeks ago to have the bill 
ruled out of order. That failed. 

She then proposed an 
amendment to exempt all 
labour unions not under fed¬ 
eral jurisdiction, which would 
have exempted about 90 per 
cent of them. That amendment 
was defeated last week. 

“Personally, in the midst 
of this crisis, I try to focus on 
my main mandate, which is 
to defend the interests of the 
population of my province,” 
the Quebec senator said in an 
interview, noting that her prov¬ 
ince is among those that have 
objected to the bill. 

Were it to pass, Bellemare 
is convinced the bill would 
eventually be tossed out by 
the Supreme Court.

BITCOIN 

Report 
endorses 
new tech 

A report from Canada’s Senate 
says Ottawa should use a “light 
touch” when considering any 
regulation of Bitcoin and other 
digital currencies in order to 
avoid stifling the growth of these 
new technologies. 

The report recommends that 
the federal government employ 
“almost a hands-off approach” 
when it comes to virtual curren¬ 
cies, monitoring the situation as 
it evolves and only introducing 
regulations as necessary. 

The Bitcoin Alliance of Canada 
says it welcomes the report’s 
findings and is urging the gov¬ 
ernment, as well as the private 
sector, to consider them. 

Bitcoin is a digital currency 
that is exchanged through peer- 
to-peer computer networks and is 
not issued or controlled by a cen¬ 
tral bank or any other authority. 

Virtual currencies like Bitcoin 
employ bloclcchain technology 
— computer code that makes 
up the currency’s underlying 
architecture. 

The Senate report says block- 
chain technology has many 
promising applications, and 
recommends that the federal 
government consider using it 
to enhance the protection of 
private information. 

“Our committee was told 
that by cutting out third parties, 
bloclcchain technology can give 
consumers and governments a 
more effective level of online se¬ 
curity,” Sen. Irving Gerstein said 
during a news conference Friday. 

Bloclcchain technology could 
be used to securely and perma¬ 
nently register marriages, births, 
real estate deals and a “myriad” 
of other transactions, Gerstein 
added. 

Digital currency can also 
benefit people in the developing 
world by providing them with 
access to financial services, thus 
improving their quality of life, he

Police catch

Alleged cop 
killer arrested 
after intense 
24-hour search 

After an intense 24-hour man¬ 
hunt, New Orleans police Sunday 
arrested a man believed to have 
shot and killed a police officer 
while wearing handcuffs as he 
was being transported to jail. 

Travis Boys, 33, was still wear¬ 
ing his broken handcuffs when 
a rookie officer and his trainer 
spotted him trying to board a 
city bus Sunday morning, said 
Police Superintendent Michael 
Harrison. 

“To my understanding, he got 
on the bus after spotting the of¬ 
ficers. And the officers saw that 
and then he got off the bus and 
then was apprehended,” Harri¬ 
son told reporters, while stand¬ 
ing in front of a memorial to 
the city’s fallen police officers. 

But questions remain about 
where the gun used to kill offi¬ 


cer Daiyle Holloway, 45, came 
from and how Boys hid from an 
intense law enforcement search. 

Authorities took Boys to a hos¬ 
pital for treatment of apparent 
dehydration, Harrison said. 

He will be booked on charges 
of first-degree murder of a police 
officer, aggravated escape and 
illegal possession of a firearm, 
as well as the aggravated bat¬ 
tery charge for which he was 
originally arrested on Friday 
night, Harrison said. 

Harrison said authorities are 
investigating how he got the 
gun that was used to shoot the 
officer. The officer’s gun was in 
his holster and not used. 

Authorities recovered two 
weapons in the police vehicle 
— a .38-calibre revolver that had 
been used in the initial aggra¬ 
vated battery for which Boys had 
been arrested and a .40-calibre 
Smith and Wesson that was used 
to shoot the officer, he said. 

Boys was frisked before being 
transported, so authorities are 
trying to figure out where the 
gun came from.

‘Plan B’ in works for convicted bomber 


The U.S. federal government has 
been exploring a “Plan B” to de¬ 
port a man who placed a bomb 
on a Hawaii-bound airplane in 
1982 and who has remained in 
immigration custody since be¬ 
ing released from prison two 
years ago. 

Mohammed Rashed pleaded 
guilty in 2002 to his role in the 
bombing of Pan Am Flight 830, 
which killed a Japanese teen¬ 
ager and injured more than a 
dozen others. Under the terms 


of his plea agreement, the U.S. 
government said it would work 
to deport the Jordanian-born 
Palestinian to the country of his 
choice after he finished serving 
his sentence. But efforts to deport 
Rashed have stalled since his 
March 2013 release from prison. 
He remains at an immigration 
detention facility in Batavia, N.Y. 

At a court hearing last month 
in Washington, Justice Depart¬ 
ment lawyer Christopher Demp¬ 
sey said the government was de¬ 


veloping a strategy to resolve the 
issue, but lawyers involved in the 
case have declined to discuss it. 

“The government wants him 
out of here, and would love it if 
we could effect his removal,” 
Dempsey said, according to a 
hearing transcript obtained by 
The Associated Press. 

Rashed had requested to be 
sent to the West Bank, where 
he has family. But Israel cap¬ 
tured the West Bank in 1967 and 
controls access into and out of 


the territoiy, and the Israeli Min¬ 
istry of Foreign Affairs said in a 
June 2013 memo that Rashed’s 
Palestinian passport and birth 
certificate contained “material 
discrepancies” about his date 
and place of birth. 

Dempsey said in court that 
even after the U.S. fixed the 
problem, Israel demanded that 
Rashed be added to a Palestinian 
population registry — a step he 
said was still in progress.

Leaders say Greek 
accord possible 


A day ahead of a crucial emer¬ 
gency eurozone summit, Euro¬ 
pean leaders renewed efforts 
to reach a deal between Greece 
and its creditors that would al¬ 
low the debt-ridden countiy to 
avoid a default and a potentially 
disastrous exit from the euro. 

Greek Prime Minister Alexis 
Tsipras had separate telephone 
conversations Sunday with 
French President Francois Hol- 
lande, German Chancellor An¬ 
gela Merkel and European Com¬ 
mission President Jean-Claude 
Juncker, the prime minister’s 
press office said. 

Tsipras “presented to the 
three leaders Greece’s pro¬ 
posal for a mutually beneficial 


agreement, which will provide a 
permanent solution and not just 
postpone tackling the problem,” 
the press office statement said. 

Later, Hollande told reporters 
in Milan, where he met with 
Italian Premier Matteo Renzi, 
that eveiything must be done 
to keep financially ailing Greece 
in the Eurozone. 

Hollande said that “if the 
Greeks leave the eurozone, it 
won’t be positive for the Greeks 
or Europeans.”

Journalist remains 
in German custody 


A prominent Al-Jazeera journalist 
will remain in German custody 
for a second night, prosecutors 
said Sunday, adding they have 
not yet decided whether to extra¬ 
dite him to Egypt or set him free. 

As dozens of supporters pro¬ 
tested Sunday in front of the Ber¬ 
lin court building where Ahmed 
Mansour was being held, his 
lawyer, Fazli Altin, called for 
the journalist’s immediate re¬ 
lease, saying that Germany was 
getting involved in a politically 
tainted case. 

Mansour, 52, a well-known 
journalist with the Qatar-based 
broadcaster’s Arabic service, was 
detained at Berlin’s Tegel airport 
on Saturday on an Egyptian ar¬ 
rest warrant, his lawyers said. 


Martin Steltner, a spokesman 
for the Berlin prosecutor’s office, 
said that Mansour, who holds 
dual Egyptian-British national¬ 
ity, would be taken to a prison 
in the city and that further deci¬ 
sions will be made next week. 

A government judicial official 
said there would probably be a 
decision next week on whether 
Mansour has to remain in cus¬ 
tody. In addition, the Berlin Court 
of Justice would decide — once 
it gets a request for extradition 
from Egypt—whether Mansour 
can be extradited or whether 
the case is politically motivated. 

Even if the court rules in fa¬ 
vour of an extradition, the Ger¬ 
man government can still veto 
the decision, the associated press

Manhunt for escaped killers 
shifts after possible sighting

Investigators tracking two mur¬ 
der convicts who escaped from 
a northern New York prison 
scoured a rural area near the 
Pennsylvania border Sunday, 
saying an unconfirmed but 
credible report of a sighting 
had shifted the search across 
the state. 

About 300 law enforcement 
officers searched the neigh¬ 
bouring towns of Amity and 
Friendship, where two men 
who resembled the convicts 
were spotted Saturday near a 
railroad line that runs along a 
county road. 

While state police called the 
sighting unconfirmed, the in¬ 
tense hunt that had focused 
for two weeks around a pris¬ 
on near the Canadian border 
was quickly refocused on a 


rural, mountainous area 560 
kilometres away, dotted with 
sheds, trailers, summer homes 
and other potential hideouts. 

“We will search under every 
rock, behind every tree and 
structure until we are confi¬ 
dent that that area is secure,” 
State Police Maj. Michael J. 
Cerretto said at a news confer¬ 
ence Sunday. 

Officers walked railroad 
tracks, checked car trunks 
and deployed search dogs as a 
helicopter flew back and forth 
overhead. At one point, state 
police outfitted in camouflage 
could be seen heading into 
some woods. 

David Sweat and Richard 
Matt broke out of the max¬ 
imum-security Clinton Correc¬ 
tional Facility in Dannemora 


on June 6 using power tools 
and leaving behind dummies 
under bedcovers in their ad¬ 
joining cells. 

If the two escapees are still 
together, that’s not surprising, 
experts said. In the wilderness, 
fugitives often stick together 
for survival’s sake, unless they 
have pre-planned to split up 
and reunite at a camp or other 
hideaway, said Patrick Patten, 
who trains law enforcers on 
woodland tracking. 

The search shifted focus 
after a woman called in Sat¬ 
urday’s possible sighting in 
Friendship, police interviewed 
the witness at length and de¬ 
cided she was credible and 
the tip bore investigating, 
Cerretto said. 
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Thousands of revellers, new- 
agers and self-styled druids des¬ 
cended on the ancient stone 
circle at Stonehenge on Sunday, 
catching a brief glimpse of the 
sun as they marked the summer 
solstice — the longest day of the 
year in the northern hemisphere. 

About 23,000 sun-watchers 
gathered on the Salisbuiy Plain 
about 130 kilometres south¬ 
west of London, police said. 
But with the sun visible only 
briefly, the party was markedly 
shorter than in past years. Au¬ 
thorities reported nine arrests 
for drug offences — fewer than 
in the past. 

Visitors kissed the stones, 
dancers swirled on the grass 
and drummers pounded as part 
of the free-form celebrations. A 
small group of yoga enthusiasts 
held a short class, and couples 
renewed their commitments to 


one another. 

Stonehenge is an icon of Brit¬ 
ain and one of its most popu¬ 
lar attractions. It was built in 


three phases between 3,000 B.C. 
and 1,600 B.C., and its purpose 
remains under study.

Man arrested after 
flight gets diverted 


Authorities have arrested a 
42-year-old man for endanger¬ 
ing the safety of a plane after 
a United Airlines flight from 
Rome to Chicago was forced 
to divert to Northern Ireland. 

Belfast International Air¬ 
port Constabulary said in a 
statement Sunday that the 
man with dual Italian and 
American nationality is also 
set to be charged with dis¬ 
ruptive behaviour on board 
an aircraft and common as¬ 
sault. 

Airport officials did not 
elaborate on what the pas¬ 
senger is alleged to have 
done, nor did they offer any 
other personal details about 
him. 

The flight, UA971, 
touched down on Saturday 
to “offload” the disruptive 
passenger. 

However, as the flight 
crew had exceeded the 
number of hours they were 
permitted to work, the 269 
passengers and 14 crew 
members had to wait until 


Sunday to continue their 
journey. 

To make matters worse, 
there was not enough hotel 
space available. The Belfast 
airport called in additional 
staff, distributed water and 
blankets and opened two 
rooms at the airport for the 
passengers, many of whom 
spent the night sleeping on 
the floor. 

Airport officials described 
passengers as “remarkably 
calm and understanding.” 

“We understand the in¬ 
convenience this causes our 
customers and will refund 
their Rome-to-Chicago flight 
as well as offer the choice of 
a travel certificate or miles 
for our MileagePlus loyalty 
program,” United said in a 
statement. 

Airport officials said in a 
statement on Sunday that 
the man remains in custody 
and is set to appear in at Col¬ 
eraine Magistrates Court on 
Monday.

Hawaii first U.S. state to 
raise smoking age to 21 

Hawaii's governor has 
signed a bill to make his 
state the first to raise the 
legal smoking age to 21. 

The measure aims to 
prevent adolescents from 
smoking, buying or pos¬ 
sessing both traditional 
and electronic cigarettes. 
Gov. David Ige signed it 
Friday. 

Dozens of local govern¬ 
ments have similar bans, 
including Hawaii County 


and New York City. 

Supporters say most 
daily smokers begin the 
habit before age 19. 

But opponents say it's 
unfair that a veteran re¬ 
turning from military ser¬ 
vice could be prevented 
from smoking. 

Those caught breaking 
the rules would be fined 
$10 for the first offence. 

Later violations would 
lead to a $50 fine or man 
datory community ser¬ 
vice.

Churches of all 
denominations 
join gesture of 
support, hope 

For several minutes Sunday, 
the sweltering skies above this 
grieving city were alive with the 
sound of bells: high in steeples 
and in the hands of toddlers, all 
ringing and tinkling in unison 
to honour the nine people cut 
down during a Bible study at 
the historic Emanuel African 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Churches of all denomina¬ 
tions across town agreed to ring 
their bells at 10 a.m. in a ges¬ 
ture intended to send a healing 
message of unity and love to 
the world. 

Standing in the shadow of St. 
Matthew’s Lutheran, less than a 
block from “Mother Emanuel,” 
Kelly Nix said the event brought 


her immense comfort. 

“It’s about grace, hearing 
the bells and being part of a 
community that we love,” she 
said, tears rolling down her 
cheeks as her twin girls, Lana 
and Margeaux, who will turn 2 
on Friday, ran around in their 
matching white dresses. 

Police say a white man named 
Dylann Storm Roof, 21, sat with 
the Bible study group for an 
hour Wednesday before pulling 
out a handgun and opening fire. 
Pastor Clementa Pinckney and 
eight others, ranging in age from 
26 to 87, were killed. 

Authorities have called the 
shooting a hate crime and are 
investigating whether a racist 
screed posted on the Internet 
was written by the suspect. If 
Roof intended to strike a blow 
for segregation, Sunday’s event 
was meant to show he failed. 

Less than a block from Eman¬ 
uel, several hundred people 
gathered in Marion Square Park, 
which is dominated by a statue

of John C. Calhoun, a pro-slav- 
eiy politician who represented 
South Carolina in the House 
and Senate in the 1800s. Under 
a blazing sun, the throng held 
an interdenominational service. 
Some wore T-shirts bearing the 
faces of those who were slain at 
the church. 

Hanging from the battle¬ 
ments of a castle-lilce hotel was 
a white banner with the words 
“Mother Emanuel, We Love You.” 

Across town at First Baptist, 
the Rev. R. Marshall Blalock 
read the names of the dead as 
their photos appeared on a large 
screen. He then told the stoiy 


of a congregant whose young 
son was taunted by some white 
people at a fast food restaurant 
the day after the killings. 

“The white community needs 


to build a bridge to the black 
community,” he said.

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Inuit town opens 
eiderdown factory

Inuit in a tiny Nunavut com¬ 
munity are hoping the whirling 
flocks of thousands of seabirds 
that have filled larders for centur¬ 
ies will fill their wallets through 
one of the world’s rarest and 
most precious commodities — 
eiderdown. 

After being shuttered for near¬ 
ly a decade, Sanikiluaq’s eider 
factory started buying eiderdown 
this month, sustainably collected 
by Inuit families from the tens 
of thousands of nests built by 
the birds nearby 

“It will be a big deal,” said Dar- 
iyl Dibblee, administrator for the 
hamlet on Flaherty Island in the 
southeast comer of Hudson Bay 
“We’ve already had a fair influx 
of people selling us down.” 

Eiderdown comes from eider 
ducks, large seabirds that nest 
in huge numbers in the Belcher 
Islands. The hen plucks the down 
from her breast to protect her 
nest and the eggs. 

Collectors take down before 
the eggs have hatched and take 
care to leave half the fluff. The 
down goes to the factory. 

A single nest can produce 
about 70 grams of eiderdown, 
the warmest and most durable in¬ 
sulation in the world. Uncleaned 
down sells for about $330 a kilo¬ 
gram. Finished duvets cost up 
to $10,000. 

Sanilciluaq plans to sell 
cleaned down to European manu¬ 
facturers as well as parkas and 
duvets, sewn by local women, 
through community-owned cor¬ 
poration Belcher Islands Designs. 

A feasibility study suggests 
the plant will break even by the 
second year and produce almost 
$200,000 in profit by the third. 

Dibblee said it’ll provide up 


to 15 jobs: “That’s a big deal in 
a town of 850 people.” 

It’s a business rooted in trad¬ 
itional skills and practices, said 
Joel Heath, a Canadian scientist 
who’s been studying the ducks 
and their importance to local 
culture for years. 

Heath has completed an 
award-winning documentary 
called “People of a Feather” about 
the relationship Sanikiluaq has 
with the ducks, which have long 
provided food and clothing. 


“How do they use their skills 
to come up with jobs that are 
meaningful to them? The eider¬ 
down factory is a great example,” 
he said. 

Dibblee just wants to get the 
factory through its pilot year. 
He is confident that eiderdown 
will help the Inuit feather their 
own nests. 

“I wasn’t going to do this un¬ 
less I knew, long term, it was 
going to be feasible.”

Keeping a watchful 
eye for fake halal 


For millions of Muslims, the 
holy month of Ramadan marks 
a time for ritual fasting dur¬ 
ing the day and, often, a large 
meal with friends and family 
after sundown. For those buy¬ 
ing and selling ritually-approved 
halal meat, it’s a time to pay 
close attention to ensure the 
food the observant are eating 
is exactly that. 

It’s harder than it sounds. Not 
only is it difficult to regulate, 
but some critics raise questions 
about whether the doctrine of 
church-state separation means 
governments should even get 
involved. That means policing is 
sometimes up to the meat sellers 
themselves as demand for halal 


products grows in the U.S. along 
with the Muslim population. 

Gul Muhammad, who opened 
a halal meat shop in New Jersey 
this year, said he visits farms 
and slaughterhouses himself 
to make sure the animals are 
being slaughtered according to 
the religious standards gener¬ 
ally adhered to by the world’s 
estimated 1.6 billion Muslims. 

“I think we’re all responsible 
for what we eat. We can’t just say 
that guy is selling me halal and 
it’s up to him,” said Muhammad, 

Observant Muslims aren’t 
supposed to eat pork or drink 
alcohol, but there is a range of 
opinions on what is considered

Comedian Craig Ferguson 
once quipped that Edmonton’s 
brutalist downtown libraiy 
looked like a prison. With 
a $72 million makeover 
beginning next year, though, 
he might mistake it for a 
modem art museum the next 
time he rolls through town. 

And yet for the 14 million 
annual visitors of the Stanley 
Milner Libraiy, the glitzy 
geometrical exterior is just a 
sexy wardrobe: what’s inside is 
what matters. 

That interior is a blank 
slate, slowly starting to shape 
up. Posters in the lobby have 
invited patrons to stick dots 
and gold stars on a chart of 
possible features, including 
a community garden and 
teaching kitchen. Both were 


popular, but when patrons 
were asked, the clear winner 
was ye olde tactile, analog 
media — books, albums, 
games and movies — though 
circulation has fallen 23 per 
cent in the last few years. 

Don’t expect the stacks to 
shrink. In fact, they’ll be more 
accessible on four-foot shelves 
to keep the sightlines open, 
the ambience warm and the 
perception one of safety. 

Indeed, in more ways than 
one, the Milner’s renovation 
is about convincing people 
to give the libraiy a second 
chance. Despite being 
Edmonton’s second-most- 
trafficked building (West 
Ed will forever be king), the 
perception by some that it’s 
sketchy is neither uncommon 
nor undeserved. 

The enclosed floors and 
walls don’t help, so expect to 
the ground level to be opened 
up with a cushioned three- 
storey “reading ramp” that 


will be great for quiet study 
and/or people-watching. 

“It would be interesting to 
see a greater variety of people 
attracted to the libraiy,” says 
Carol Belanger, who isn’t just 
the city architect (working 
with Tkalcic Bengert to 
execute the public vision); 
he’s a daily patron. So the 
Milner is high on the list of 
public buildings he’s overseen, 
including several place-making 
libraries and pavilions. 

Though the respected and 
much-needed outreach and 
social services that have made 
the Milner a de facto drop- 
in are thankfully staying, 
Belanger’s wish-list includes 
digital networking and 
interactive meeting spaces. 

It’s shaping up to be the 
libraiy of the future. But 
despite features your grandpa 
would call “fancy schmancy,” 
the most transformative 
changes might be doors. 

When Ferguson compared 


the Milner to a penitentiaiy he 
was probably commenting on 
the slit windows so indicative 
of the brutalist genre. But 
for people on the inside —or 
hying to get inside — they 
understand how impenetrable 
or inescapable it feels. 

The current libraiy only 
has one public entiy and one 
universally accessible door 
at ground-level — through 
a cafe. The revamp will add 
entries to each side, including 
a direct entry to the children’s 
libraiy that will be moved to 
the south side, animating the 
neglected Centennial Plaza. 

Additional entrances doors 
sounds simple, even mundane, 
but it’ll help make the Stanley 
Milner a destination and, as 
Belanger puts it, “return the 
Milner to its rightful place.” 
That is, as Edmonton Public 
Libraiy’s signature branch.

A firestorm over police 
carding has spilled out of 
Toronto's city hall. Last week, 
Ontario promised to create 
provincial rules. 

But racial bias in policing 
is far from a Toronto- or 
Ontario-only issue. It's a na¬ 
tional one. We don't need to 
wait for another newspaper 
to collect data on police 
interactions with the public 
and crunch it for racial impli¬ 
cations, as the Toronto Star 
did, in order to see that. 

Carding — whereby of¬ 
ficers stop people at random 
without suspicion of criminal 
activity and collect their in¬ 
formation — is but one mani¬ 
festation of the problem. 

"It depends on the city 
that you're in, and things are 
labelled in different ways," 
said Joanne St. Lewis, an 
assistant professor at the Uni¬ 
versity of Ottawa and expert 
in human-rights law. 

Do police pay a higher 
degree of attention to ab¬ 
original people in Winnipeg, 
she asked me, or lay a higher 
number of charges against 
them that don't lead to actual 
prosecutions? She answered 
her own question: yes. For 
evidence, see a report in 
Maclean's, which noted that 
researchers have found some 
young aboriginal men are 
stopped by police twice per 
month in the inner city. 

"If you're out in Halifax, 
in Nova Scotia as a whole, 
is there a disproportionate 
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attention to black people 
and aboriginal people in 
that jurisdiction?" St. Lewis 
asked me again, the answer 
implicit. 

In Toronto, some have 
called for a complete ban 
on stopping citizens without 
cause. Others, like Noa Men¬ 
delsohn Aviv of the Canadian 
Civil Liberties Association, 
told me that, at the very least, 
the city needs clear rules to 
protect Torontonians' civil 
rights. 

"There isn't a comprehen¬ 
sive (carding) policy that I'm 
aware of in any city in this 
country," she said. "We're 
saying: Want to be the first, 
Toronto? This is your chance." 

Though, she noted, other 
forces should follow. 

Maybe, as St. Lewis sug¬ 
gested, we should establish 
provincial bodies charged 
with undertaking a kind of 
annual audit for racial bias in 
policing (and a federal body 
for the RCMP). 

But the first step would be 
for police forces to track their 
encounters with the public 
based on race and make that 
data public. 

It's no small task, but it's 
also no small issue. 

"All we're really asking 
the police forces across this 
country to do is to operation¬ 
alize the Charter (of Rights 
and Freedoms)," Mendelsohn 
Aviv noted. 

That's certainly not asking 
too much.

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The mysteiy surrounding Daft 
Punk, the star French musical 
duo who usually keep their iden¬ 
tities hidden under full-face ro¬ 
bot helmets, will be lifted a little 
more in a new TV documentary 
to premiere internationally this 
week. 

Daft Punk Unchained, made 
by BBC Worldwide France, uses 
rare archive footage and inter¬ 
views with friends, producers, 
journalists, DJs and high-profile 
fellow artists such as Pharrell 
Williams and Kanye West to 
trace the rise of the pair who 
made 2013’s phenomenal global 
hit Get Lucky. 

The two members of Daft 
Punk, Thomas Bangalter and 
Guy-Manuel de Homem Christo, 
gave unprecedented approval 
for the 85-minute documentary. 

Normally reticent to talk to 
media, their voices are heard in 
excerpts lifted from some rare 
past interviews. In keeping with 
the enigmatic aura they have 
cultivated, they largely leave the 
way they are portrayed to others. 

Hits and helmets 

The documentary gives a 
chronological rundown of Daft 
Punk’s 20-year career. 

It recounts their false start as 
Parisian youngsters in a 1992 
rock band called Darlin’ that 
earned them a poor review in 
a British music magazine dis¬ 
missed their efforts as “daft 
punky thrash” — and how they 


ended up appropriating that as 
their name as they embarked 
into electronic dance music. 

Da Funk, their first commer¬ 
cial hit that came out in 1995, 
launched them into internation¬ 
al stardom. In a break with in¬ 
dustry practices at the time, 
they kept artistic control and 
were willing to eschew money 
from their record label Virgin 
to maintain it. 

The 1997 video clip for their 
next big hit, Around the World, 
saw them donning spray- 
painted motorbike hel¬ 
mets to lend them a 
robotic air. 

Afterwards, 
they kept the 
look and took 
it further, with 
custom hel¬ 
mets, to build 
their image, 
maintain their 
mystique — 
and to be able 
to take them 
off and escape 
the problems of fame whenever 
they liked. 

“We have daily lives that are 
a lot more normal... than the 
lives of artists who have the 
same level of fame as us but 
who might be attached to being 
physically recognized,” Bangalter 
says in an excerpt included in 
the documentaiy. 

“Weirdly, the invention of the 
robots is what allowed them to 


stay human, to stay complete¬ 
ly free,” the chief editor of the 
French music magazine Inrocks, 
Jean-Daniel Beauvallet, explains 
in the film. 

At the other end of the spec¬ 
trum, the documentaiy shows 
Williams and West, two big 
music stars who have worked 
with Daft Punk but who actively 
court celebrity. 

No compromise 

Beyond the helmets that have 
become the symbol of 
the French pair, Daft 
Punk’s unbend¬ 
ing refusal to 
compromise 
musically 
has become 
their signa¬ 
ture. 

They 
have taken 
financial 
risks, such as 
producing an 
animation film 
by Japanese anime 
master Leiji Matsumoto, Inter- 
stella, with the music from their 
second album, Discoveiy, as the 
soundtrack.

AB.C. Supreme Court judge has 
ruled that Google is not the pub¬ 
lisher of defamatoiy material 
online about a Vancouver lawyer. 

Glenn Niemela filed a lawsuit 
seeking an interim injunction 
to compel Google Inc. to block 
from its global search results 
146 universal resource locators 
(“URLs”) for websites containing 
defamatory comments about 
Niemela. 

The court was told that Nie¬ 
mela has been the victim of a 
campaign of vilification, which 
included harassing telephone 
calls and extortion attempts 
since September 2012. 


Q DECISION 

B.C. Supreme Court Justice 
Lauri Ann Fenlon concluded 
that Google is a "passive 
instrument" because the 
search results are produced 
by "web-crawling robots" 
without human intervention 
by anyone at Google, so it 
is does not actually publish 
the snippets of defamatory 
written material. 


In October 2012 and in March 
2013, Internet postings that are 
clearly defamatoiy concerning 
Niemela were placed on two 
Internet websites. 

Niemela attributes at least 
some of this conduct to a former 
client, Strato Malamas, another 
defendant in Niemela’s lawsuit. 

Niemela believes Malamas is 
“an associate of the Hells An¬ 
gels,” the recent court judgment 
stated. 

The Internet postings resulted 
in Google searches of Niemela’s 
naming producing “snippets” of 


the defamatoiy material with 
hyperlinks to the websites con¬ 
taining the defamatoiy com¬ 
ments about the Vancouver law¬ 
yer, who believes the material 
has affected his law business. 

Niemela claimed that Google 
is a publisher of the hyperlinks 
and snippets contained in its 
search results. 

Google submitted that its 
search results are generated 
by an algorithm based on the 
words being searched that auto¬ 
matically review more than 60 
trillion websites. 

The judge dismissed Nie- 
mala’s application for an in¬ 
terim injunction. 

The court noted that at the 
time of the hearing last March, 
Niemela “was satisfied that Goo¬ 
gle had removed most of the 146 
URLs from its Canadian search 
platform.” 

Google told the court that 
between Aug. 1,2013, and Sept. 
30,2014, more than 90 per cent 
of searches of Niemela’s name 
in English originated from Can¬ 
adian Internet users, including 
Niemela himself.

Literary thriller 
features search 



for two missing

If you’re reminded of Liam 
Neeson’s reluctant everyman 
heroics while reading James 
Grainger’s new novel Harmless, 
that’s no accident. Published 
by McClelland & Stewart, the 
literary thriller leads readers 
into familiar cinematic terri- 
toiy before twisting the stoiy 
into a kneecapping critique of 
masculinity. 

Seven years in the writing, 
Harmless grew out of a short 
story featuring similar char¬ 
acters from Grainger’s earli¬ 
er work. He kept returning to 
“a certain generation who are 
stuck in life. Typical Gen-Xers; 
veiy ironic and self-deprecating, 


living with reduced expecta¬ 
tions about income and life in 
general.” 

But the Toronto author was 
tired of writing about people 
who are all talk — he was ready 
for his characters to finally take 
action over their lives. Grainger 
knew his novel would take place 
at a reunion of old friends — for¬ 
mer party kids, many of whom 
hadn’t completely abandoned 
their youthful hedonism, de¬ 
spite now being 40-something 
parents. 

So Grainger asked himself, 
“What would have to happen to 
these people to unstick them? 
It would have to be something 
really terrible.” The worst thing 
he could think of? Have their 
children vanish. 

Inspired, Grainger con¬ 
structed a plot outline, some¬ 
thing he had never done before. 
Set tautly over a day and night, 
Harmless follows Joseph, a self- 
absorbed divorced arts colum¬ 
nist, who arrives sweating out 
alcohol for a family weekend 
away with his teenage daughter, 
Franny, at a farm owned by his 
former lover, Jane, and her hus¬ 
band, Alex, whose earthy confi¬ 
dence sets him up as the foil to

Joseph’s navel-gazing anxiety. 

While the adults party — 
which leads to a major “anvil 
drop” in the story — Franny 
goes missing along with Alex’s 
daughter, Rebecca, which sets 
the two men off into the sur¬ 
rounding woods. 

“As I was writing, I thought, 
This is what always happens 
halfway through a thriller or 
horror movie.’ And I realized 
the characters would be think¬ 
ing that too because they would 
have seen literally thousands 


of movies,” says Grainger, who 
employed strict screenwriting 
“beats” to the plot. 

“I thought it would be fun 
and terrifying to put the main 
character in the middle of a 
tragedy and have him realize 
that he’s seen this tragedy in 
hundreds of movies.” 

Although the men encounter 
coyotes, destroy a pom shack 
with father-lilce vengeance, and 
track down a dmg grow-op pro¬ 
tected by men hardwired to 
protect their investment at any 
cost, Joseph never transforms 
into an action star. 

“In film, there is the prom¬ 
ised relief of the terror or ten¬ 
sion that the hero is going to 
discover within his or herself 
these reserves of morality, 
which will then translate to 
physical strength. But if you 
can’t fight, you can’t fight,” says 
Grainger. 

“We’ve seen thousands of 
hours of violence and Joseph 
hasn’t been in a fight since 
he was like 19. He thinks he’s 
hardened because he watches 
Quentin Tarantino, but he’s 
completely useless in that situa¬ 
tion, as most people would be. 
I know I would be.”

NEW MUSIC 

Her first studio 
album in eight 
years explores 
heartache 

A tabloid fascination since before she 
could drive, Hilary Duff knew that 
releasing a breakup album months 
after her split from former NHLer 
Mike Comrie would have listeners 
connecting the autobiographical dots. 
But after an eight-year break between 
albums, the 27-year-old Duff felt ready 
to both dance and disclose. 

“I would say the record is very per¬ 
sonal,” she said, of the recently re¬ 
leased Breathe In. Breathe Out. 

“Sometimes that’s challenging to 
decide how much you want to share. 
But I’d say that most of the songs on 
the record, even if I didn’t write them 
myself, they touched me personally.” 

True to its name, Duff’s new collec¬ 
tion shoots to set dance floors gasp¬ 
ing, with its upbeat pace standing 
in contrast to her reflections on a 


failing relationship. 

Much of the record features lyrics 
about relationships either stuck, 
broken or over, while several other 
songs stand as empowerment an¬ 
thems — including the Duff co-written 
Brave Heart. 

“Obviously it’s about my relation¬ 
ship and deciding to move on to some¬ 
thing that’s unknown and scaiy, and 
being brave enough to do it,” she said 
of the song. 

“(It’s about) kind of tying a bow 
around the memories you made with 
someone and being grateful, and de¬ 
ciding to move forward.” 

Its lessons could be tidily tied not 
only to Duff’s personal life, but her ca¬ 
reer. With 2007’s Dignity, she wrapped 
a mn of four albums in four and a half 
years (not including the needlessly 
thorough release of two different 
greatest hits collections). 

All those studio albums went at least 
gold — with 2003’s Metamorphosis 
boasting particularly robust triple 
platinum sales — but Duff decided 
to step away from her music career 
while also slowing down on the act¬ 
ing front. 


During her hiatus from the studio, 
Duff married Comrie, gave birth to her 
son, Luca, co-wrote a trio of novels 
and limited her screen appearances 
mostly to cameos (including stints on 
Community, Raising Hope and Two 
and a Half Men). 

She and Comrie made their divorce 
public earlier this year. 

Just as she’s now restarted the en¬ 
gine on her music career, Duff has 
also found a hit onscreen with TV 
Land’s Younger, recently renewed for 
a second season. 

She noted that once she wraps pub¬ 
licity duties for the record — which 
are “a lot more intense” these days 
with the proliferation of press, she 
said — she’ll be heading to Canada, 
her “second home.” 

Her records have always sold more 
proportionally here than in the U.S., 
something she chalked up to the de¬ 
termination with which she’s toured 
the country. 

As far as a larger-scale tour, Duff 
is intrigued but said, like seemingly 
eveiything else lately, “it would be 
different than how I did it before.”

A lot of people think that if 
they have debt they should 
work on getting that debt paid 
off before they focus on sav¬ 
ing.

I’m saving for a new 
couch. I’m saving for a new 
pair of shoes. None of those 
things are actually “saving.” 
They are planned spending. All 
that money you set aside each 
month to pay for Christmas, 
to cover your home mainten¬ 
ance, pay your property taxes 
or your car insurance is money 
you’re planning to spend. 

While your priority may 
be paying off your outstand¬ 
ing debt, you also need to 
be saving a little something. 
Most people can’t start sav¬ 
ing as much as they would 
like right off the bat. But that 
can’t be your excuse for not 
saving anything at all. Start¬ 
ing small, and building from 
there, makes more sense than 
procrastinating because you 
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don’t think whatever you’re 
saving is “enough.” Don’t get 
caught in the trap of all or 
nothing. 

You, no doubt, will have a 
bunch of competing priorities. 
If you have kids you may want 
to be able to help them with 
their post-secondary educa¬ 
tion; an RESP is a great way 
to do that. But you must bal¬ 
ance your need to help the 
kids with your own needs for 
long-term retirement savings. 
They’ll have their own lives to 
live, their own kids to raise. 
They should not also have to 


be worrying about whether 
or not you’re eating once you 
retire. So no matter how com¬ 
mitted you are to helping your 
kids — or any other priority 
you may have — you must 
also focus on your own long¬ 
term savings. 

Having some money set 
aside just in case is a very good 
idea. Into each life a little rain 
must fall and if you don’t have 
an umbrella, you will get wet. 
The general rule of thumb is 
to have six months’ worth of 
essential expenses set aside 
in an emergency fund. 




Cable is not an essential 
expense. Nor are booze and 
cigarettes (no matter how 
many times you say it). Food is. 
Healthy food, not necessarily 
organic or premium options. 

Figure out your essential 
expenses and set to work to 
accumulate a pot of cash to 
cover those expenses. Cash. 
Not a line of credit. A line of 
credit isn’t an emergency fund 
no matter who tells you differ¬ 
ently. A line of credit is debt 
waiting to happen! Cash in the 
bank is what you need. The 
point is to have the money ac- 


i b 1 e 
should you 
need it. Yes, I 
know the inter¬ 
est rates are sad, 
so don’t settle; shop 
around for the best rate 
available. 

Since savings can so eas¬ 
ily disappear to whatever 
consumption bug has bitten 
you, put your savings away 
before you have the chance 
to spend that money on rub¬ 
bish. Arrange an automatic 
debit from your main bank

How to calculate your 
personal saving rate 

Then there's the holy 
grail of savings: retire¬ 
ment savings. Make sure 
you count your pension 
plan contributions when 
you calculate your per¬ 
sonal savings rate. Your 
personal savings rate is 
a measure of how much 
money you save out of the 
money you earn. You cal¬ 
culate your PSR by taking 
your monthly income and 
subtracting your monthly 
spending. 

Notice I said "spending" 
and not "expenses." That's 
because sometimes our 
expenses and our spend¬ 
ing don't match. You ac¬ 
tually have to look at what 
you're "spending" not just 
what you think your ex¬ 
penses are. 

So if you made $2,700 
last month and you spent 
$2,650, here's the math: 

$2,700 minus $2,650 
= $50 


$50 v $2,700 x 100 
= 1.85% 

So what should your 
personal savings rate be? 
When it comes to retire¬ 
ment savings, if you're in 
your 20s, aim for 6 per 
cent. If you're starting in 
your 30s aim for 10 per 
cent. If you're already in 
your 40s and just get¬ 
ting started, aim for 18 
per cent. (Remember, you 
have to add in your con¬ 
tributions to your com¬ 
pany pension plan to your 
income for this to work 
because they count.)

count. Money that disappears 
from view and is tough to get 
at if your shopping bug tries to 
take a bite out of your plan is 
more likely to be there when 
you really need it.
